THE CABINET CHANGES.

Wasnmorox, D. C., May 28.—The fact has 
been ascertained to-day that the appoint- 
ment of Don Cameron to the Cabinet 
was determined upon nearly two weeks 
ago, though at the time it was not 
the intention to announce the change until 
abont the Ist of June.

none could be made finally to appear. But the

DISTRICT, THIEVERY. 
BOGUS CLAIMS. 

WaAsHINGcTON, D. C., May 23.—The report of 
the Committee on the District of Columbia, 
charged with an investigation into the affairs of 
the District, has been prepared so far as the 
portion of the Committee is concerned by 
Chairman Buckner. It specifically charges the 
Commissioners with violations of the law in 
expenditures of money, and says in relation to 
the Board of Audit, the evidence will fully sus- 
tain the Committee in the statement that 
favored parties had no difficulty in having 
claims audited in some cases in which there was 
no merit, and in others for much more than was 
due, while other claimants, with equal merit or 
demerit, were procrastinated and delayed until 
some person in communication with the account- 
ing officers turns up to purchase ata heavy discount 
the claims. This unnecessarily hindered and de- 
layed their adjustment. The report gives the names 
of thirty-two persons who had 

IMPROPER OR ERRONEOUS ALLOWANCES 
made to them, ranging from $2, 000 to $54, 000, and 
agvregating $320,607. The report says if the in- 
tention and meaning of the act of June, 1874, has 
not been greatly misconceived, there can be 
no doubt that the Commissioners have added 
$5, 091,046 to the debt of the District, not only 
without warrant of law, but against their own 
construction of their powers as shown by their ro- 
port of December, 1874. 

The report says in the investigation of some of 
the contracts of the Board of Health it appears that 
that with the Odorless 8 Apparatus Com- 
pany of Baltimore was made under c rcumstances 
that leads to the suspicion if not to tue conviction 
that improper motives controlled two of the 
members of the Board awarding this contract.

tract to be canceled and set aside, but your Com- 


mittee would call the attention of the authorities 
of the District to the propriety of bringing the con- 
duct of Cox and Bliss in this matter before the 
Grand Jury, and having these oflicers indicted 
under Section 5,501 of the Revised Laws of the 
United States.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The report is a long one, and, in conclusion, rec- 
ommends the passage of the accompanying joint 
resolution: 

Resolved, etc., the Senate concurring therein, 
that the Attorney-General of the United States be, 
and he is hereby directed, to cause proceedings at 
law to be instituted against William Dennison, 
John H. Ketchum, and Seth L. Phelps, on their 
several bonds as iseioners of the District of 
Columbia for ma nee and unfaithfulness in 
the discharge of their duties as said Commission- 
ers, and for this purpose he is authorized to ap- 

int such special counsel as he may deem advisa- 

le, who shall take charge of the conduct and man- 
agement of said suits, and also of actions, Whether 
civil or criminal, against the parties mentioned or 
referred toin the reportof the Committee of the 
District of Columbia, made to the House 6f Repre- 
sentatives on the —— day of May, 1876, as having 
obtained illegal and improper allowances against 
the District of Columbia, or of having been guilty 
of a violation of the criminal laws of the United 
States, and that the Clerk of this House certify to 
the Attorney-General and to the Grand Jury of the 
District of Columbia a copy of said report and ac- 
companying evidence for such action in the 
premises as 4. deem proper; that the 
Committee on t District of Columbia of the 
House of Representatives, by such experts as 
they may appoint, shall continue the investigation 
of the demands and claime against the Board of 
Public Works, audited and certified by the Board 
of Audit against the District of Columbia with a 
view of ascertaining whether any further illegal 
allowances have been made or illegal or 27 — 
movements made, and that such experts shall have 
free access to any papers, documents, or records in 
any Department of the District Government, and 
shall be nijtled te cgpies thereof, and said Com- 
mittee shall MaKe a seport therbéof to the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

The Republican members of the Committee and 
Mr, Wiliard, of Michigan (Liberal), and perhaps 
some of the Democratic members, will refuse to 
unite inthe above report. While they will admit 
that claims have been allowed byt of 
Audit which were improper, they will refuse to in- 
dorse the conclusion that the District Commission- 
ers should be held accountable for a Board which 
is in no wise amenable tothe Commissioners, and 
whose powers and duties are as clearly defined as 
theirown. This latter report will attach the re- 
sponsibility where it properly belongs and censure 
the Board of Audit, 


THE CABINET, 
WLNSLOW’S CASE. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 23.—At the Cab 
inet session to-day the reply of Secretary Fish 
to the Derby note was read.

All correspondence in that particular was referred 
to the Secretary of the Interior, who will give in- 
structions to the agents of the Interior Department 
regar the proper negotiations in that direction, 
Should this jon of the Sioux Nation positively 
signify a willingness to settle in the Indian Terri- 
tory, the hope is expressed that that entire formid- 
able part of the hostile Indian race may soon be 
domiciled in that Territory.

HOUSE. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Naval Appropriation bill, the question being 
on the discontinuance of certain navy-yards. 

Mr. Piper offered an amendment retaining the 
navy-yards at Brooklyn, Mare Island, Kittery, 
Charleston, Pensacola, Norfolk, and League 
Island for general purposes, and the yard at Wash- 
ington for manufacturing rene only, and re - 
taining New London as a naval station. 

Mr. Randall offered the following amendment as 
a substitute for Mr. Lewis’ amendment, offered 
yesterday: ‘*Foreivil establishments of the sev- 
eral navy-yards, $85,000, and the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby directed to organize a Naval Board 
of five commissioned officers in the navy as soon 
as practicable, whose duty it shall be to examine 
fully and determine whether, in their opinion, 
any of the navy-yards can be dispensed with and 
abandoned, and, if so, to report the beat manner 
of making disposition of the same; and further, 
to inquire as to the propriety of establishing 3 
naval rendezvous at Tybee Island or at. Cockspur 
Island, in the State of Georgia, and whether any 
Government property at said island can be made 
available, and are suitable for such purpose: and 
said Board shall, through the Sccretary of the 
Navy, report to Congress, at the commencement of 
the next session, the result of their inquiry, and 
the sum of $2, 000 is herewith appropriated to meet 
the expenses incurred by said Board.” 

Mr. Whitthorhe suggested that the three mem- 
bers of the Board should be the three senior officers 
in the navy. 

Mr. Randall modified his amendment accord- 


ingly. 

Kit. Danford moved to amend Mr. Randall's sub- 
stitute by allowing a naval station to be established 
at Tybee Island or Cockspur Island, or at any other 
point on the coast of.Georgia or South Carolina. 
Agreed to, 

Mr. Randall's substitute was adopted—97 to 34. 

The Committee then proceeded with the remain- 
ing clauses of the bill. 

Mr. Lewis (Ala.) offered an amendment to 
reduce the strength of the Marine Corps, and to 
abolish the Marine Band. 

The latter point of the proposition afforded Har- 
rison (III.) the opportanity for delivering a most 
amusing speech, and one that was much enjoyed 
by both sides of the House. 

Mr. Lewis’ amendment was rejected by a large 
majority. 

The Committee rose and reported the bill, which 
was passed, 

THE INDIAN BILL. 

The House then again went into Committee of 
the Whole, Mr. Springerinthe chair, on the In- 
dian Appropriation bill, and was addressed by Mr.

GREAT BRITAIN, 


WINSLOW. 

Lonpon, May 23.—The Standard, on the issue 
between the British and American Governments, 
arising out of the Winslow case, says: On two 
points, it seems perfectly clear that Secretary Fish 
is in the right, while on the third construction 
of the act of Parliament of 1870, his view is that 
which, to mere unprofessionals, the words in ques- 
tion appear to bear out.

In the House of Commons this afternoon, the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, re- 
plying to Sir William Vernon Harcourt's question, 
whether the House would have an o rtunity to 
consider the correspondence in the inslow case 
before Winslow's final hearing, said that negotia- 
tions were still nding, and that it was unusual 
to communicate State papers until the correspond- 
ence had been — = but, under the special 
circumstances of this case, the papers up to the 
present date would be submitted to the House. 

The Under-Secretary for the Foreign Department 
stated that the Cubans captured on board of the 
Octavia had not been released, but that, Spain had 
promisedto take noaction regarding them until 
an arrangement between the two Governments had 
been reached,

eral Assembly, yesterday, it was announced thate 


its Committee would have a meeting with the Cen- 
tennial Commission on Wednesday in regard to 
closing the Exhibition on Sundays. It is found 
impracticable to have the General Assembly appear 


in a body, as assigned. 

The report on the union of the Church Sustenta- 
tion Committee with the Board of Home Missions 
elicited earnest discussion, which continued 
throughout the afternoon and evening sessions, 
and was ended by referring the report to @ Com- 
mittee to be appointed to-day. 

During the afternoon the reports of the Board of 
Chureh Erection, and of the Committee of the 
Trustees of the Assembly on relief fund for dis- 
abled ministers, and the wives and orphans of de- 
ceased ministers, were distributed. The former 
report showed that the gross receipts for the year 
were $125,000. One hundred and twenty-two 
churches received their appropriations, amounting 
to $63, 677, while $43, 289 remains to be paid. 

To-day the Committee on the Overture from the 
Synod of Missouri, asking that a second baptism be 
required in case of Roman Catholics converted to 
Protestantism, reported the paper back to the As- 
sembly for further consideration. 

The Moderator announced the following as the 
special committee on the report of the Committee 
on Home Missions: and Sustentation: Ministers— 
The Rey. Drs: W. E. Knox, 8. E. Campbell, John 
C. Rankin, and David J. Walter. Elders—Loais 
E. Jackson, New York; John A. Atwood, - 
delphia; and T. T. Alexander, Louisville. 

Judge Williams, Chairman of the Committee on 
Benevolence, said $69,200 had been appropriated 
to aid in the building of churches. The disburse- 
ments had cost $9, , and the Committee be- 
lieved this was too large a ratio of expenditure. 
The amount appropriated the previous year was 
$59,520, and the cost of disbursements $10,000 
for salaries and office expenses. As this was more 
than 18 per centum upon the disbursments, the 
Committee recommended that this work be per- 
formed by officers of the House Board who are 
willing to undertake the task. 

The report of the Staaling Committee on Home 
Missions warmly com ed the work of the 
Board in the last year; recommends that eelf-eus- 
taining churches join the missionaries of the 
Board in the work among children, and that a 
committee of women be appointed by each Synod 
to aidin the home mission work. 

The grouping of contiguous churches was ad- 
vised, that they might sooner become self-ststain- 
ing. The importance of the work among our for- 
eign population was urged, especially among Ger- 
mans and persecuted Chinamen upon oar shores. 
Contributions by mission churches for other church 
work were poken of as not to be censnred, and as 
likely to increase the prosperity and liberality of 
such churches. 

The Rev. Dr. Dickson, Secretary of the Board of 
Home Missions, in an address dwelt on the impor- 
tance of home missions. He spoke of work 
and the hardships of missionaries’ wives, and then 
referred to the importance of inculcating patriot- 
ism in children as well as piety, of which true pat- 
riotism was apart. The Germans among us must 
be Americanized to make our work am them ef- 
fective.* It was natural they should love their own 
language, but they must taught the English 
tongne, and learn to love the English Bible. He 
urged the importance of the work among China- 
man, the tide of whose immigration to this country 
could not be stopped any op tion. Some of 
them had been converted, and they were the best 
missionaries who could be sent back to China.

THE CAMERON TRADE---CONELING. 

The New York and Philadelphia press, the 
Washington politicians, and the country 
generally, accept the Cabinet changes as in- 
dieative of the transfer of the Pennsylvania 
vote at the Cincinnati Convention to Mr. 
Conxiinc. This is especially based upon 
the appointment of J. Don Cameron, son of 
old Sox, to the office of Secretary of War. 
There is no pretense that Dow Cameron has 
any special fitness for the War Department. 
His soldiership or statesmanship has been 
that peculiar to the school of which his 
father is peculiarly the chief, and in which 
he has attained such an eminence. Ever 
since Mr. Licon removed Smaon CAMERON 
from the Cabinet, in 1862, he has sought a 
vindication by the appointment of his 
son. After many years of struggle, the 
office has been obtained, and, after the 
fashion of all Cameronian politics, it has 
probably been purchased by the sale of the 
Pennsylvania vote in Convention to Coxx- 
ting. The appointment of Don CaMERON as 
a successor to BeixnaP will strike many peo- 
ple as a curious proceeding. 
The loss of the vote of Pennsylvania will 
be a serious one to Mr. Bran. The 35 
votes of New York and 29 of Pennsylvania, 
with the carpet-bag vote, will be more 
than will be needed to nominate Mr. 
Conkiina. It is not likely that he will get 
a dozen other votes from the Northern 
States; certainly he will get no vote from 
any State west of the Alleghanies.

THE BOARD —— ANTI-CORNER 
In accounting for the considerable loss of 
grain trade that Chicago is suffering, there is 
one cause which has been overlooked, or at 
least not sufficiently considered. We refer 
to the rule of the Board of Trade which was 
adopted a year or more ago for the purpose 
of defeating corners. This rule reads as 
follows; 

In determining the legitimate value of property 
in cases of diepate, its value in other markets, or 
for manufacturing purposes in this market, to- 
gether with such other facts as may justly enter 
into the determination of its true value, shall be 
considered, irrespective of any fictitious price it 
may at the time be sellingfor in this market. Pro- 
vided, that in cases of defaults on contracts for 
future delivery, if it shall not be shown that the 
seller had provided by a previous purchase of the 
property for delivery on hie contract, he shall, in 
the judgment of the Committee, be liable te pay, 
as penalty for such default, damage not exceeding 
5 per cent of the value of the property sold. 

Now, the operation of this rule in practice 
is to force a settlement of time-trades on the 
basis of prices ruling in New York. This is 
no longer disputed. The rule in practice has 
been found unfair, since the shorts have 
it always in their power to break down the 
New York market and thus force the ‘‘ longs,” 
or buyers, to settle on a basis temporarily es- 
tablished against them. But the general and 
permanent effect of the rule is to keep down 
the Chicago prices on a level with the New 
York prices, which naturally follow Liver- 
pool, where the interest is in favor of low 
prices. Thus Liverpool, representing the 
consumers, is constantly given an undue in- 
fluence over Chicago, representing the pro- 
ducers, in the fixing of prices. The 
farmers of the Northwest are constrained to 
take the price which Liverpool offers, with- 
out any assistance of the dealers and ship- 
pers in Chicago in holding back the grain 
when prices are too low. In other words, 
the rule operates always in the interest of 
the bears, or those whose interest prompts 
them to depress the market, and against the 
‘‘bulls,” or those whose interest prompts 
them te strengthen the market. Now, the

AUSTRIA AND THE EASTERN QUESTION. 
There is one phase af the Eastern ques- 
t ton, so far as it affects the relations of Tur- 
} ey to the Great Powers, which has not been 
t ufficiently considered, and which affords a 
\ ery conclusive reason why Austria has taken 
tuch a lively interest in the Herzegovinian 
i nsurrection, and why she has succeeded in 
1 rot involving herself in the contest. Every 
step she has taken hag been in favor of a 
c ompromise between the Turks and their 
S kclavic provinces, in the interests of peace, 
t nd in opposition to any increase of Austrian 
t erritory from the Sclavic provinces. The 
r tason for this has not been clearly apparent 
to the general reader. The Hungarian popu- 
1 tion is composed of two distinct classes 
of people, the Sclaves and the Mag- 
Furs. The Magyars are the aristoc- 
racy of Hungary.

‘erhaps he is informed that the Treasurer will 
not honor his signature until there is a legal de- 
cision upon his Claims to the office in which he as- 
surmes to act. 

The only way to pay the employes of the city is 
to keep the credit of the city good, and borrow the 
money tn advance of tax colleetions. This way 
will not be open again for some time to come. 

After the action of Mr. Hoyne reported to the 
Council, or rather taken in the Council last night, 
did not feel authorized, as Comptroller, to issue 
warrants to-day, although I have not presented to 
him any gen for his signature as Mayor, and I 
consider his title very doubtful, to say the leas. 
But 1 would not oe age the official act which the

The dishonor of her paper and the prostration of 
her credit were entirely unnecessary. I ‘had al- 
ready relieved the city of $3,400,000 of her debt 
maturing on and before June 1. having actually 
reduced the temporary loans nearly $2,000,000 
since Jan. 1. There was only about $1,300,000 
left. of which a considerable part - 00, 000— was 
held by one party willing to renew. I had on hand 
between two and three millions of revenue certifi- 
cates or time-warrants signed by the Mayor, and 
signed and sealed by the Clerk when their right to 
do so was unquestionable. I had anticipated the 
very difficulties which have occurred. I would 
probably have obtained from the banks here to- 
day the necessary funds, and in case of failure in 
this quarter, would have placed them in New York 
before the lst. 

I bad aleo secured the pledge, both of Mr. Hoyne 
and Mr. Colvin by their agreement at the Pacific 
Hotel, that the city should be relieved by an im- 
mediate decision without appeai of their claims to 
the Mayoralty. 

I therefore do not feel responsible in any way 
for the diegrace and great danger inflicted on the 
city by Mr. Hoyne. 

Whether he and his friends mean repudiation or 
not, the future will show. The brand is fixed upon 
them, because they have deliberately planned and 
carried out the non-payment of our jugt debts for 
money actually loaned at low rates of interest 
for the very preservation of the city and 
under a pretense of illegality which they knew 
well will not be sustained by any court in the

The newly-elected and appointed Comptroller, 
the Hon. R. P. Derickson, paid a visit yesterday 
to the scene of his future labors, and talked with 
sundry persons On mattess pertaining to his official 
position, and the responsibilities which he is soon 
toassume. He will accept the position of Comp- 
troller, and will probably file bond at the next 
meeting of the Council, but will not enter upon his 
work right ey. As to the policy he may adopt, 
or as to what might be his first acta, he is not pre- 

aredtosay. He felt that he was too new in the 

cnowledge of the requirements of the office to say 
much about what might happen. He could tell 
better when he had more time. He could say, how- 
ever, that he would make no changee in the clerks 
under the Comptroller's Sane. —at least not for 
the present. Which fact may be put down a con- 
soling to the clerks, and te Mr. Derickson as well. 
WAT THE BANKERS SAY. 

A TRIBUNE representative called on the leading 
bank Previdents yesterday for the purpose of ob- 
taining their views on the city financial situation 
and the new Comptroller, the Hon. K. P. Derick- 
son. The President of the First National was too 
busy to express himself; the chief of the Fifth 
National, Nelson Ladington, Esq, thought Mr. 
Derickson a good man for the place, and indorsed 
the present City Administration strongly; Mr. 
Pierce, of the Third National, had scarcely time to 
look into the situation, but thonght Chicago solid 
in any event: Mr. Coolbaugh, of the Union Na- 
tional, had been pulling 3-pound black base out of 
Pewaukee Lake, in company with a journalist, 
and had not read up on e subject. None of 
the gentlemen were at all inclined te commit 
themselves, preferring to.wait future action and 
developments before they made any definite ex- 

ressions regarding Comptroller Derickson’s capa- 
Pilities, the Councils wisdom, and the city’s cred- 
it. They were all careful to avoid any expressions 
on the subject of Mr. Hayes financial management, 
and none of them were at all inclined to question 
it. No feelings of umeasiness were manifested, 
but the bank officials seemed desirous to avoid any 
unpleasantness or interference in any shape, 80 
far as the past or present City Administrations are 

Several had had invitations to consult 
with Citizens’ Association and the 
Finance Committee of the Council on city 
finances, and they bad not been able to spend 
the time to attendtoit. No expression as to the 
issue of city certificates could be obtained from 
them; they were not advised that there was any- 
thing wrong im the matter. One of the gentlemen 
thought the Council had acted rather hastily, and 
was taken all aback when he read Turn Trrpune at 
his office. Another believed that the Council had 
begun aright, and would soon restore the city toa 
sound financial basis. Further than the foregoing, 
the leading bankers declined to interview, 

HOW TUB CERTIFICATES ARE ISSUED. 

Im order to learn the conrse pursued by the city 
officials im isening city certificates, a reporter of 
Tun Tannen called on ex-Ald. Munroe 
Heath, Chairman of the Finance Committee of the 
late Council. and obtained from him the modus 
0 ndi. lle stated that any three members of 

e Committee on Finance could pass upen 
and sign the certificates, and the must afterwards 
be signed by the Mayor, Comptroller, and City 
Clerk, and have the city seal afiixed to them. No 
certificates had been issued by the late administra- 
tion until the appropriations were made and the 
taxes levied. When that was done money conld be 
borrowed on the certificates, and those issued were 
charged to the fund they were intended for. On 
the Comptroller's books all the certificates were 
accounted for as to the purposes for which they 
were iasned. Every certificate was numbered, filed, 
and canceled, and struck off the certificate books, 
and the vouchers would correspond with every 
certificate. 

Mr. Heath was notinclined to se with Mayor 
Hoyne that the city could be run the current year 
with $2,000,000, and believed that, at the very 
least calculation, based on a thorough knowledge 
of city finances, not lesa than $3,000,000 would 
suffice. The Police and Fire Departments, the 
school-teachers, and the companies must be 
paid, and they alone would absorb a large sum, to 
say nothing of other current expenses required in 
running a large city like this. e knew Mr. Der- 
ickson as a successful business-man, and believed 
be would make a good officer. 

He believed that the late Finance Committee had 
done all in their power under the trying circum- 
stances in which they had been placed, and gave 
the re table minority credit for a large amount 
of good accomplished in the face of a majority com- 
posed of a different class of men. 

GONE 4O PROTEST. 
The first instances of the city’s paper going to 
rotest occurred yesterday, and the amount was 
200. The sum included four pieces of varying 
amounts, and was held, one by the Merchants 
Savings, Loan, and Trust Company, another by the 
Merchants’ National Bank, and two were in the 
hands of private parties. The occurrence is 
looked upon as the first of a series of 
rotests that are now expected to follow as fast as 
paper comes due. To-day $6,700 in certifi- 
cates should be paid, and on Saturday $26, 000 in 
certificates matures. The news, where it was 
known, cast a gloom over the employes of the 
city, who begin to wonder where the money to pay 
them is coming from.

THERE ARE OVER FIVE HUNDRED OF THEM. 
The reports of the officers of the different po- 

lice divisions of the city in regard to saloon 
licenses, which were submitted to the Council

This total of 540 unlicensed saloons, at $52 
per license, foots up to the neat little sum of 
$28,080, which would be much better in the City 
Treasury at the present time than in the hands 
of Colvin’s favorite children. The number of 
saloons running unlicensed billiard and pool tables, 
which are taxable to the extent of $15 per annum, 
is just about double the number of those running 
with licenses. This item of ontetanding rev- 
enue, therefore, amounts to $16,200, or a grand 

regate of $44,280. These reports of the police 
officers may be regarded as within the mark. A 
thorough canvass of the saloons of the 
city would probably show an amount due 
the city of $60,000. It is the intention of 
the Finance Commitiee to take measures at once 
to enforce the payment of this money. Efforts 
will also be made to bring expressmen, hack- 
drivers, jaunk-dealcrs, etc., to a sense of their 
duty in regard to the City Treasury.

FINANCIAL. 


The failure of the city to pay some certificates 
that fell due yesterday was the topic of consider- 
able discussion in financial circles. Vouchers had 
been prepared for the payment of some of the ma- 
turing certificates, but as Comptroller Hayes bad 
been removed, and Comptroller Derickeon had not 
had his Md accepted, there was no Comptroller 
to sign the vouchers. The wholeequestion of the 
Past issues of certificates was debated in some 
guarters with a good deal of heat. The action of 
the city in failing to pay the certificates, and the 
refusal of the new Government to renew the old 
tertifentes or issue new ones in their place, was 
stigmatized by afew of the bankers and business 
men as repudiation. This topic is dis- 
tussed at length in our editorial col 
tmns, but it may be said here that a course 
pursued by the sworn officers of the city, in 
accordance with the advice they receive from their 
zounsel as to the constitutional and legal questions 
volved, cannot in any sense be stigmatized a re- 
pudiation. The vist of the lew is, as declared by 
she events, that certificates cannot be issued to be 
paid out of the taxes of any other year than that 
for which they are isened. There is in no quarter 
zuy ſntention to withhold the payment of a dollar 
jue from the city, but the payment must be made 
n accordance with law. There are more than 
nowgh back taxes due to pay off all the certificates, 
Aas they are received they will be so applied. 
lor instance, there are about $3,000,000 of back 
taxes to be realized out of land sales in August. 
ough to eXtinguish almost all the certificates 
*‘shinmning’ around, and paying paper with 
paper is not the way for a great city 
like Chicago to manage its finances. The 
present crisis could only be postponed. 
It is much better to mect the difficulty, now, 
squarely, and settle it, than go on plunging deeper 
ind deeper into illegal issues of paper. The credit 
bf the city in the long run will be injured less by 
the former course than by the latter. The awk- 
wardness of the situation is considerable of course, 
but it is due to the Illegal issue of the certificates, 
And not to the honest acknowledgment of the fact 
that they were illegal, and that no more can be put 
but. 

The local joan market displayed no new features. 
The supply of good paper was ligut, and the sur- 
Plus of means considerable. 

Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent to regular 
customers, Concessions were made to good ouf 
side borrowers. 

On the street, rates were 6@18 per cent. Busi- 
beer was dull.

CONDITION OF THE CHICAGO BANKS. 

The decreasing number of the Chicago National 
Banke make the examination of their statements 
easier each year. Since the last statement, March 
10, the City National has gone out of business. 
The number of National Banks has thus been re- 
duced to fifteen. The surprise with which the an- 
houncement of the failure was received recurs upon 
td examination of its last report. The sworn 
Statement of ite officers shows that but two months 
ago, and only six weeks before its suspension, the 
bank had 50 per cent of its deposits on hand in 
cash and cash means. Its exhibit was a strong 
one. It would be idle to pretend that the recent 
successive failures of several Nationa! Banks, after 
their officers had under oath shown them to be per- 
fectly sound, had increased the popniar confidence 
in the general valhe of bank statements. It is 
hoped and believed, however, that we have had 
the last of these experiences. ;

The sale of a cargo of lumber fe a very impor- 
tant thing; but it is also a very curious transact! 
in the eyes of some people. It would seem to be 
no matter where the lumber comes from, or who 
manufactured it, or who buys it, and where it is 
going to; but ft is of great consequence that the 
community should know the name of the man or 
firm whose commissions are not enough compen- 
sation for the immense labor of selling it, unless 
he or it also receive a gratuitous advertisement in 
the newspapers. 

A well-known st Louis house writes as follows 
to o Chicago correspondent: 

** We are receiving most glowing accounts of the 
winter-wheat crop all oyer the Southwest. Barring 
accidents, the Crop will be immense, and of good 
quality.” 

In the good ola times when New York monopo- 
lized the grain trade of the West. the grain was 
bought and sold in th market by sample. Some- 
times it was not possible ve deliver the grain ti“! 
two or three days after the ansaction. not be- 
cause the grain was not on hand, vut simyly be- 
cause the arrangements for jightering, u- ‘were 
not adequate to the requirement. If the marie 
advanced during that interval the buyer séldom 
complained of the quality of the grain; but if the 
market declined between the dates of sale and at- 
tempted delivery, the seller was liable to bare 
the grain thrown back on his hands, on the ples 
that it was not equal to sample. So often did 
thi. occur that Western shippers grew diszusted, 
and were only too glad of the opportunity 
to send their grain elsewhere. That 
practice did a great deal to injure 
the grain trade of New York before the establish- 
ment of an inspection eystem in that city. The 
refusal of sellers to deliver grain, because prices 
are against them, ts calculated to work equal in- 
jury to Chicago: and any eystem or rule that may 
tend to foster euch refusa) shonid be rigidly frowned 
down. The man who buys produee in this city 
witb the intent to forward it to the consumer should 
not find himself hampered by refusals to deliver

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday, and most of them took a turn down- 
wards, an important decline occurring in pro- 
visions, while wheat was at one time quite weak. 
The weather was more settled, and there was 
either ‘‘biger’’ receipts or the expectation of 
them as a reason for lower prices. The weather 
of the preceding day was severe enough to develop 
into a full-fledged frost at night, and many ques- 
tions were asked as to the extent of the damage 
done by it. The wheat-plant is not likely to be in- 
jured by such a frost, and the corn is not high 
enough to be hurt by a little nip. The fer of 
damage to fruit was much better founded than that 
in regard to grain. 

There was a quiet market for domestic dry goods. 
Few buyers were present in person, most of the 
trading being accomplished through the medium of 
the mails. Values show more steadiness than for 
some time previous. Groceries were quoted steady 
and firm. Orders were numerous, and jobbers 
were cheerful. Quotations remain the same as 
Monday. Dried fruits received a fair share of at- 
tention, and the market again displayed a firm tone 
for most articles in the list. No quotable changes 
were noted. Fish were in good request on courftry 
account, and were steady. The butter trade was 
actwe at about previcus quotations. Cheese was 
quiet and unchanged. A fair movement in olle was 
noted at steady figures. The paint, leather, bag 
ging, coal, and wood markets were without im- 
portant new features. 

The wholesale lumber market was again active 
and steady The offerings were liberal, but buyers 
were out in full force, and took hold freely. The 
yard trade is improving daily, and there is more 


disposition to adhere to recent prices, especially 


formany of the upper qualities, the receipts of 
which have thus far been small, which fact has per- 
mitted dealers to reduce their stocks. The hard- 
ware and nail merchants report a moderate busi- 
ness, and do not look for any material improve- 
ment in trade befgre harvest.
